Address to the Throne at the commencement of 
this Session, Colonel Duncan touched the heart 
of the House by his manful and sympathetió 
appeal to Parliament to do something sub- 
stantial to ameliorate the distressful conditio® 
of the very poor in London. Mr. Gladstone was 
touched by the timely appeal, and re-echoed th0 
wish of Colonel Duncan. Itmay well be recalled 
on the eve of what, it is feared, will prov? 
a most trying winter—not alone to "Lë 
Misérables’? who teem amongst us, but als? 
to the army of industrious toilers who wea? 
their hearts out in the daily struggle for mer 
existence in the richest city in the world: 
Colonel Duncan resembled the late General 
Gordon in this respect that he never wearied of 
doing good.

It is a touching instance of the Empress 
Frederick’s devotion to the memory of her noble 
husband that is depicted below—her Imperial 
Majesty on Oct. 18 last, the anniversary of 
his birth, laying the foundation-stone of the 
Emperor’s mausoleum in the Royal park of 
Sans-Souci at Potsdam, behind the Friedens- 
kirche. The Empress was accompanied by the 
Hereditary Prince and Princess of Meiningen, 
the three younger Princesses, her daughters, the 
Crown Prince of Greece, and other personages. 
It is a souvenir of the Empress Frederick's stay 
at the Villa Zirio, San Remo, that is depicted on 
the opposite page. 
THE EMPRESS FREDERICK’S 
PARTING GREETING TO THE 


EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

The Empress Frederick, together with her 
daughters, left Berlin for London last Sunday 
morning at a quarter before eight. The Emperor 
and the Prince and Princess of Saxe-Meiningen 
accompanied her to the station, where several 
hundred persons were assembled to witness her 
departure. Before entering the carriage her 
Majesty embraced and kissed her son, the 
Emperor William, and her daughter and son-in- 
law most heartily. When the train was starting 
she stood with the Princesses at the window, and 
acknowledged the greetings of the people, who 
waved their hats and handkerchiefs. The 
Emperor William remained at the station till the 
train was out of sight. 

Before leaving for England the Empress had 
all the memorials of her late Consort conveyed 
from Friedrichskron to her Berlin palace. In 
the rooms in which he was born and died in- 
scriptions are to be placed, and a cross is to be 
inlaid in the floor to indicate the spot on which 
his deathbed stood. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES MEETS HIS 


SISTER AT FLUSHING. 


The Prince of Wales and Prince George of 
Wales arrived at Flushing in the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert at half-past eight on Sunday 
morning. After luncheon, his Royal Highness

went out for a drive, and visited the town of 
Middelburg and several intermediate villages. He 
was accompanied by Prince George of Wales, and 
attended by his aide-de-camp and the British 
Vice-Consul. 

Shortly before ten o'clock in the evening the 
Empress Frederick and her daughters reached 
Flushing. They were met by the Prince of 
Wales, and immediately embarked on board the 
yacht, which left at twenty minutes past eleven 
for Port Victoria. 

Sheerness was reached at 8.30 on Monday 
morning, and Port Victoria a little later. Here 
the Empress and her brother, the Prince of 
Wales, awaited the arrival of the Queen from 
Windsor. The Royal platform, which was built 
on the occasion of the Queen's first embarkation 
for the Continent from tbis pier, had been 
extended by about 70ft., and carpet had been 
laid down and other preparations made of an 
elaborate nature. Salutes were fired as the 
yacht passed the Garrison Point by the Duncan 
flag-ship of the Commander-in-Chief at the 
Nore, and by the Royai Artillery from the Gun 
Wharf Battery. A guard of honour composed 
of the men belonging to the Chatham Division 
of the Royal Marine Light Infantry was stationed 
on the pier. 


HER MAJESTY’S GREETING 
TO HER DAUGHTER AT PORT 


VICTORIA 


on Monday cannot but have been of an affecting 
nature. Everything had been done by the 
assiduous General Manager of the South-Eastern 
Railway Company, Mr. Myles Fenton, to render 
her Majesty’s journey on that well-managed 
line as comfortable as possible. The Queen left 
Windsor by special South-Western train at ten 
in the morning, passing at Waterloo on to the 
South-Eastern line. With her Majesty were 
Princess Beatrice, Princess Louise, and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, and in the same train 
travelled the Duke of Cambridge, and Lord 
3rabourne, Vice-Chairman of the South-Eastern 
Company. A guard of honour of the 2nd 
Battalion Grenadier Guards was mounted, and 
presented arms as the Royal party arrived. The 
Queen, who leaned on the arm of Prince Henry, 
walked with the assistance of a stick. Port 
Victoria was reached exactly at noon, a few 
minutes previous to which the Prince of Wales, 
Prince George, Major-General Sir C. Teesdale, 
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General Dunn, commanding the Chatham 
District, and a score of officers, in the hand- 
some gold-and-blue uniform of the Royal Navy, 
had assembled to receive her Majesty. 

Amongst others who were awaiting the arrival 
were Admiral Lethbridge ; Colonel Byng, one of 
her Majesty’s Equerries, who had charge of all 
the arrangements for the Empress's journey ; 
Post-Captain Curtis, of the flag-ship Duncan ; 
Post-Captain Fane, A.D.C., Superintendent of 
Sheerness Dockyard; Post-Captain Stevenson, of 
H.M.S. Pembroke; Flag- Lieutenant Floyd; 
Count Hatzfeldt, the German Ambassador (who 
attended by special command of the Emperor) ; 
the Greek Minister, M. Gennadius; Mr. Myles 
Fenton, Mr. Sears (Superintendent of the line), 
Colonel Surtees, Mr. Watkin, and many other 
gentlemen. 

The Queen remained on the platform a brief 
time, while several presentations were made to 
her ; and then, leaning on the arm of her eldest 
son, and still using her stick, she walked slowly 
down the gentle incline which led to the red- 
cloth covered gangway. Here, as there was not 
space for two abreast, the Queen walked alone, 
and was assisted to the deck by Captain Thomson, 
who stood at the head of the gangway. Follow- 
ing her Majesty, came Princesses Beatrice and 
Louise, Prince George, Prince Henry, the Duke 
of Cambridge, and the members of the suite. 


THE ROYAL WIDOWS. 


Neither the Empress Frederick nor any of her 
daughters awaited the Queen on deck, and her 
Majesty was immediately conducted to the 
saloon, where her widowed daughter and grand- 
children were to greet her. Except the Prince 
of Wales and Princesses Beatrice and Louise, the 
Royal party remained on deck for some time, and 
the interview between the two illustrious ladies 
was witnessed only by those most immediately 
connected with them. Subsequently the Empress, 
who bore herself with tolerable composure, re- 
ceived her other relatives and friends. Her 
Majesty’s stay extended to five-and -twenty 
minutes, during which time an array of porters 
and sailors were busy putting the luggage on 
board the Royal train.

A little before half-past twelve the Queen and 
Empress appeared on deck. Her Majesty, who 
wore no veil, was visibly affected; but the 
Empress’s face was concealed by the enormous 
black crape veil which is an invariable part of 
the mourning worn in Germany. All the young 
Princesses, it is needless to say, were dressed in 
the deepest black, and so were the Prince of 
Wales, his son, Prince George of Wales, and 
the other members of the Royal party. The 
Queen passed down the gangway, escorted by 
her grandson, Prince George, and the Empress 
leaned on the arm of the Prince of Wales, as 
pictured by the Artist of The Penny Illustrated 
Paper. Her Majesty was conducted to the saloon 
carriage, in which, during her absence, Mr. 
Myles Fenton had thoughtfully placed a huge 
basket of superb hot-house flowers. The guard 
of honour of Marines and bluejackets on board 
the Victoria and Albert presented arms as the 
Queen and the Royal party left the vessel; the 
detachment of the 2nd Hampshire did the same 
as she entered the carriage, and with this the 
simple ceremony terminated.

The Empress and her daughters and sisters 
travelled in the saloon with the Queen, and most 
of the gentlemen in another saloon apart. At 
Waterloo Junction the South-Eastern officials 
handed over the train to the care of Mr. Scotter, 
the general manager, and Mr. Verrinder, the 
traffic superintendent of the South-Western line, 
and here the Duke of Cambridge, M. Gennadius, 
and Count Hatzfeldt alighted. 
Ambassador had, however, misunderstood an in- 
vitation given him to travel with the Royal party 
to Windsor, and this being noticed by Princess 
Beatrice, her Royal Highness called to the Duke 
of Cambridge, ‘‘ Uncle George, Count Hatafeldt 
is to come with us to Windsor.”

From what we have said, it will be seen 
that it is far more than a “thrice told tale” 
that is being reiterated before the Parnell 
Commission of Inquiry. 


FRESH EAST-END OUTRAGE. 


AN outrage—at first magnified into a murder—was 
committed last Wednesday morning in Whitechapel. 
About four o’clock in the morning, a man, and a 
woman named Farmer, of the unfortunate class, 
engaged a bed at a common lodging-house in 
George-street, Spitalfields. ‘The man suddenly 
made an attempt to cut his companion’s throat. 
The woman, however, struggled with all her might, 
and screamed loudly for assistance. Her throat was 
only slightly wounded, so that she was able to exert 
all her strength in coping with her assailant. 

He hastily fled from the house. Meanwhile the 
screaming had attracted a few persons to the locality. 
These gave chase to the fugitive, but only for a short 
distance, as the man disappeared somewhere, it is 
said, in the direction of Heneage-street. The woman 
was placed on an ambulance by the police and 
conveyed to Commercial-street station. ‘The wound 
having been dressed, she gave detailed description of 
her assailant as follows :—Age about thirty, height 
5it. Gin., with a fair moustache, wearing a black 
diagonal coat and a hard felt hat. The woman who 
has so fortunately escaped is between forty and fifty 
years of age. Perhaps the most important point for 
the purposes of identification was that the man had 
an abcess under his jaw. The woman declares that 
the same man accosted her twelve months ago.
